FAMOUS FRENCH 
GENERAL FOCH IS IN 
CHARGE AT SOMME

LONDON, July 3.—Today's news is 
again a tale of the continued progress 
Heavy 
fighting is proceeding all along the line 
The British maintain all their posi- 
tions south of the Ancre giver, where 
the battle still rages, They have cap- 
tured La Boisselle, the garrison of 
which surrendered, and are fighting 
successfully around Ovillers and north 
of Fricourt. 

The British people learned for the 
first time tonight that the famous 
French General Foch, who has won it 
great reputation during the course of 
the war, is directing the operations 
south of the Somme river. This has 
given increased confidence in the re- 
sult of the allied offensive. 

The non-committal character of the 
Cerman statement issued today is con- 
sidered in London as a virtual con- 
firmation of the success of the Anglo- 
French operations, The Germans ad- 
mit that the division of their forces 
abutting both banks of the Somme, 
which was partially withdrawn Satur- 
day, has now been brought back to the 
second line. 

No data is yet forthcoming from 
either side as to the casualties suf- 


fered. According to the German com- 
munication, the Anglo-French losses 
were “extraordinarily heavy.“ Ace- 


cording to unofficial British reports, 
however, the British casualties were 
less than had been expected. 
Bombardment Tremendous 

All reports emphasize the tremend- 
ous nature of the British bombard- 
ment. The gunners worked so inces- 
santly as almost to fall asleep at their 
guns, and when there was a slight re- 
cess in the firing they slept easily 
amid the thunders of the battle. 

Great importance is attached to a

' Thus far the new offensive appears 
to have had little influence on the 
battle around Verdun, The Germans 
are still showing undimished vigor in 
the Meuse region, and the French are 
as steadily resisting. 
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FRENCH LINES ONLY 
3 MLS FROM PERONNE 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, July 3.—The third day of 
the battle of the Somme, shows that 
the Franco-British lines have been 
further advanced, with the French 
right sweeping to the eastward, south 
of the Somme, A group of strategic 
villages, a large number of German 
prisoners and heavy guns have been 


taken. The adyanced French lines 
are now only three miles from the 
important railway junction of ler- 


onne, the defense of which has been 
greatly weakened by the capture by 
the French on Sunday of Mereaucourt 
woods, south of the Somme, and be- 
tween Feuilleres and Frise, This was 
the strongest position of the German 
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second line on the entire front of at- 
tack, but the French division which 
took Frise continued to advance with 
such impetus that the Germans were 
unable to resist, even under the pro- 
tection of this formidable work. 
Hard Fight for Stone Quarry, 
One of the fiercest struggles was 
for the stone quarry, also strongly 
fortified, three-quarters of a mile cast 
of Curlu. Here the Germans tried to 
stem the tide by a desperate counter 
attack, but the French-African col- 
onials, with one of the most celebrat- 
ed corps of the French army, rushed 
the position with such energy that the 
Germans broke before the bayonet. 
The French success at Frise also 
was brilliant, as it straightened their 
line south of the elbow of the Somme, 
thus avoiding exposure to cross fire. 
The French announcement today of 
the capture of the village of Herbe- 
court and the outskirts of Estrees and 
Assevillers and beyond, to Buscourt 
and Faucourt, carries the advance to 
within three miles of Peronne. 
Villages Strongly Defended. 
The impetuosity of the French ad- 
vance is shown in the taking of these 
villages, which were strongly forti- 
fled, with barbed wire entanglements 
across the streets. The stone houses 
were transformed into batteries of ma- 
chine guns, and the entire villages 
were enveloped in a dense network of 
barbed wire entanglements, Military 
observers say that the villages had 
a resisting power compared with that 
of Douaumont, 


GERMAN LINES ARE 


STRONGLY FORTIFIED 


PARIS, July 3.—The desperateness 
of the struggle along the front of the 
allied offensive in northern France is 
shown in the progress made through 
what the official bulletins describe as 
the “line.” This designation does not 
refer to a single line, but to the im- 
portant Gerinan defenses from a half 
mile to a mile deep, comprising an 
intricate system of trenches called a 
labyrinth, connected with advance 
posts heavily armored with concrete, 
in which machine guns are installed; 
while in the trenches themselves are 
armored turrets protecting other 
machine guns, 

The second and thizd lines of the 
general defensive works of the Ger- 
mans on the western front are equal- 
ly important and similarly intricate. 
All three lines must be pierced by 
the allles before their desive to force 
the Germans to battle in the open 
can be realized, 


BRITISH MONITORS 
AID BOMBARDMENT 


LONDON, July 3.-—British artillery 
has been pounding the German line in 
Flanders with the most intense fire 
for 48 hours, sald a Rotterdam des- 
patch today, The sound of ships guns 
has been heard along the Flanders 
coast. Supposedly British monitors 
have joined in the mighty symphony 
of artillery, whose rumble may even 
be heard across the channel in Lon- 
don,

ZURICH, Switzerland, July 3, via 
London—Panic has been produed in 
Berlin by the steady advance of the 
allies in France, according to inform- 
tion received, The newspapers urge 
the people to be calm, but at the same 
time print vigorous protests against 
the use of asphyxiating gases by the 
British, which are said to be much 
more deadly than those employed by 
the Germans.

All reports from those engaged in 
the fighting agree that barbed wire en- 
tanglements, however strong, have 
been invariably well cut, and there is 
universal praise for the new mortar, 
the invention of a government civil 
engineer in Egypt, which the British 
have manufactured in large numbers. 

German Dugouts Are Traps, 

But frequently the deep German 
dugouts, instead of becoming rallying 
points, become traps, the occupants ar 
which either surrender or are blown 
up by bombs thrown in the entrance 
when they refuse to surrender. 

The gunners, after their week's bat- 
tle, know no cessation in their toil. 
Where the British advance they must 
move their guns forward to new pos- 
tions for the next stage in the attack. 
When they have a recess in the firing,

The Appellate Division of the Su- 
preme Court has decided that the 
Moratorium Act in behalf of sol- 
diers applies to members of mili- 
tia units. There should be no 
trouble filling up the ranks of the 
home defence corps now. As a 
preparedness propaganda a deci- 
sion of that kind would be hard to 
beat in this day and generation. 

The merchant who by advertis- 
ing brings business into the city 
behéfits the city as certainly as he 
benefits himself. On that score he 
is entitled to a measure of recog: 
nition by all who share in the 
benefits of the city’s prosperity, 
and therefore in the results of his 
enterprise in adding to that pros- 
perity. 


The Journal takes consolation in 
the opinion of the Vegreville Ob- 
server that The Bulletin does not 
muke votes for the Liberal party 
by suggesting that Sir Sam 
Hughes should be allowed to re- 
sign, Certainly there is no chance 
of the sugestion making as many 
votes for the Liberal party as Sir 
Sam Hughes is making for it by re- 
fusing to resign. It will un- 
doubtedly be a bad day for the Op- 
position when Sir Robert Borden 
decides to relieve himself of fur- 


ther responsibility for the sayings | 


and doings of the present Minister 
of Militia. Suggestions from this 
side that he should do so are in the 
way of admissions that the inter- 
ests of the country are to be set 
before the interests of the Liberal 
party, and that the publie are en- 
titled to the efficient management 
of the war business even at the cost 
to the Liberal party of the benefits 
which will accrue to it from the 
continued bungling and bombast 
of Sir Sam Hubhes. 


It is to be supposed that the 
Allies did not begin their general 
offensive until they had in sight a 
continuous supply of munitions of 
all sorts equal to any probable de- 
mand, If that is the case it means 
that the most astounding indus- 
trial undertaking ever achieved 
has been accomplished by them 
within the space of two years. 
When the war broke it found Ger- 
many with the fruits of forty 
years of careful, intelligent and 
persistent preparation ready to 
hand; and the Allies without 
either shells or the guns to fire 
them in any numbers comparable 
to the needs of even a favorable 
defence. For two years the Bri- 
tish and Russians at least have had 
to make up their deficiency in 
guns and shells by the expenditure 
of men. So far as we can judge this 
handicap has now been overcome, 
and so far from lacking the wea- 
pons for defence the Allied forces 
now have in every front the means 
for energetic and sustained attack. 
The Austrians have consistently 
borne testimony that the present 
Russian drive has been distin- 
guished from the former raid by 
the intensity of their artillery fire 
The British guns, we are told, are 
now throwing a million shells a 
day into the enemy trenches and 
batteries. The French seemingly 
have fared better than their Al- 
lies from the first in the matter of 
munitions, and there is no sign of 
lack in their quarter. The Ita. 
lians, too, are pressing matters 
vigorously in a theatre where 
artillery fire is the first necessity. 
When the history of the war coines 
to be written it will be surprising 
if it does not show that prelimin-

ing of men and women for the

The 
rest is a matter of men, munitions 
and sticking to it. 


Alas! Instead of a return of the 
oil boom the holder of certificates 
of stock therein can discern only 
the unwilling return of one of the 
boomers, being brought back by 
officers of the law to explain how 
and why he helped to make gush- 
ers where nature had not intended 
them to be. 


Still the High Seas Fleet refuses 
to go out and smash up the 
remnant of the British fleet which 
Berlin admits survived the en- 
gagement off the coast of Jutland. 
Most strange obstinacy, surely, in 
face of the growing scarcity of 
certain desirable commodities in 
Germany which said remnant pre- 
vents being imported. Almost it 
must make the German people sus- 
pect that Berlin made a mistake as 
to which side won that much- 
heralded “ victory.“ 


Gone are the days when busi- 
ness flowed through every street in 
the city, poured into every shop of 
its own accord, and filled the till 
of the merchant with no more 
effort on his part than to wrap up 
the goods and hand out the 
change. There is still business to 
be done, probably more of it out- 
side the city than ever before, but 
it has to be gone after. And the 
cheapest and most ‘‘fetchful’’ 
way of going after it is by news- 
paper advertising. 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier is address- 
ing meetings in Quebec, urging 
his compatriots to enlist. Where, 
by the way, are the Quebec mem- 
bers of the Government spending 
their time when enlistment is 
notoriously and regrettably slack 
and when the people of their pro- 
vince are being criticised for not 
flocking more numerously to the 
defense of the flag which protects 
them from the horrors inflicted 
upon their relatives in France? 
If it is the duty of the Leader of 
the Opposition to do what he can 
to relieve that odium from the 
people of Quebee it surely is as 
much the duty of those who are 
drawing salaries for directing the 
country’s affairs. ‘ 


Sir Sam Hughes is credited by 
eastern papers with saying in an 
interview that Canadian soldiers 
will not receive pensions if their 
own folly has contributed to the 
ailments or injuries which make 
them applicants for the pensions. 
It is to be hoped the statement 
was not made, and that there is 
no intention of adopting any such 
discriminative policy in the allott- 
ment of pensions. If a soldier’s 
claim to a pension 1s to be made 
depend upon someone’s opinion 
of his conduct the way will be 
opened for favoritism, partisan- 
ship, graft, and all sorts of con- 
temptible treatment of men to 
whom the country owes more 
than it can evey repay. To let it 
be understood that such is to be 
the case would be another blow to 
recruiting efforts. It is to be 
hoped that Sir Robert Borden will 
take means to assure the country 
that no such picking and choosing 
is to be tolerated among those who 
suffer injury while in the service 
of their King and country.

One man has enlisted, and has 
a homestead, Could I attach his honme- 
stead, What would be the cost? An- 
cther, has a homestead and is living on 
it, but has not enlisted. What would 
you advise me to do to collect these 
notes?

By a recent amendment lien notes 
must be renewed by filing a renewal 
statement within two years front the 
date of the first registration, that is; 
in this case, on or before October 1st, 
1916. it will also be necessary to re- 
new them in the same way every your 
until they are paid. 

You cannot attach the homestead of 
either of the makers of the notes be- 
cause a homestead and certain goods 
and chattels, including three horses, 
(te., are exempt. 

The only possibility of collection 
seems to be by seizing the goods for 
which the lien notes were given and it 
would not be possible to do this if the 
goods are in the possession of the wife 
or dependents of the man who enlisted, 


Widow's Homestead Rights, 
To the Bulletin: A man filed on u 


homestead and after residing on it for I. 


two years, died, leaving his wife, and 
a child of two years of age, Would 
you please advise me what Is the best 
course for that woman to take in order 
to obtain the fullest benefit of the 
homestead? On what condition letter 
of administration are likely to be la- 
sued on acount of the child? Is the 
woman entitled to another homestead? 
If so, would she have to live on it, or 
cculd she perform her duties by living 
on the homestead of her late husband? 
Would she forfeit her right to any or 
both the homestead by marrying? 
W.8., Kitscoty. 

Upon the death of a homesteader, 
his executors or adminstrators are en- 
titled to obtain issue of patent upon 
completion of improvements, and of 
course without any furthor residence. 
If he died without a will it would be 
necessary to make aplication to the 
clerk of the district court for the ap- 
pointment of an administrator, and in 
case the widow did not desire to act in 
that capacity it would probably be bet- 
ter to secure the appointment of a 
trust company. The widow, who is now 
the head of the family, would be en- 
titled to enter for another homestead, 
and she would not have to live on it, 
provided the new homestead was lo- 
cated within nine miles of that issued 
to her late husband. The fact that she 
„ubsequently married would nat inter- 
tore in any way with her rights to eith- 
er homestead,

REACH LONDON 


—— 


Great Crowds Cheer Men, Most of 
Whom Were Suffering From 
Bayonet Wounds 


LONDON, July 4,—-Several specie! 


trains loaded with wounded trom the 
battlefield in France arrived at the 
three principal London stations ast 
evening. Great crowds assembled at 
the approaches to the stations and 
cheered the men, most of whom had 
been wounded in the fighting of Sa- 
turday. 

In a few cases the men were 30 
dazed that they were unable to tell 
what day it was, but in a majority of 
the cases their condition was not very 
serious. It is remarkable how few 
were the men suffering from shell or 
bullet wounds, Most of them were 
victlins of the bayonet, testifying to 
the hand-to-hand nature of the fight- 
ing. 

The soldiers had vivid stories of the 
battle to relate. A Gordon Highlander 
declared that the famous regiment 
had added a glorious new chapter at 
Mametz to its history. 

“The kilties led three charges," he 
said, They swept over the ground 
und carried the first line of battered 
trenches without a single man falling. 
In the outskirts of the village, how- 
ever, the Germans had concealed a 
number of machine guns, and a hurrt- 
cane of lead was poured into those in 
udvance. But the Gordons never hesi- 
tuted, They leaped” into trenches, clos- 
ing line after line at the bayonet point 
ond then pushed into the village, al- 
though it was still being shelled by 
artilierv. As soon as they gained a 
Tvothold the elevation of the guns was 
altered and a curtain of fire poured 
onto the ground behind, where the 
enemy supports were massing. 

“Every yard of the village streets 
was contested, but reinforcements 
pushed up, and by nightfall the High- 
landers had secured ‘possession.” 


PASSENGERS GET 
SCARE WHEN FIVE 
COACHES DERAIL 


Three Hundred People on Grand 
Trunk Train Have Narrow 
Escape Yesterday a.m. 


Three hundred passengers, most of 
them Edmonton citizens, had a narrow 
escape yesterday morning at nine 


when the G. r.. al train from Ed - 
son, due at Edmonton at 9. 15, left the 
track at the crossing of the G. T. P. and 
C. N. R., west of Calder. 

It seems that the train was travel- 
ling at the rate of about twenty miles 
an hour when the baggage car, from 
some unexplained reason, left the rails, 
and bumped along on the ties for a 
distance of 125 yards before the engi- 
neer was able to bring the train to a 
standstill. 

Of the five coaches, all crowded 
with passengers, all iert the track with 
the exception of the rear coach, but 
none of them toppled over, although 
the middle coach remained at an angle 
that prevented passengers from walk- 
ing along the aisle, 

Many of the passengers were return- 
ing to the city from Seba and Waba- 
mun, where they had paid week-end 
visits, No one was hurt, but some of 
the passengers were slightly shaken, 

The G. T. P. made up a special train 
and brought the passengers to the city, 
which was reached about eleven 
o'clock. 


EXPLOSION IN COURT 
HOUSE AT VICTORIA 


Concussion Rocks Whole Building 
Causes Oonsternation 
Among Occupants

Feats of Oanadians Are Being 
Written and Pictures Are 
Also Being Taken 


OTTAWA, July. 38—Under the direc- 

tion of Sir Max Altken, there is now 
organized a considerable staff of of- 
| ficial recorders of Canadian history in 
‘the making at the front. A great 
wealth of incidents of the deeds of the 
Canadian soldiers at the front, both 
collectively and individually, is being 
carefully compiled from 4 to day 
for preservation in the archives of 
Canada and for reference by histor- 
langs of the war and by future genera- 
tions in Canada, who will want to 
know what part their ancestors played 
in the greatest war of history, 

The written record is now being 
supplemented by official photopraphs 
and official moving pictures of the 
men at the front. he official photo- 
grapher ts Capt. II. . Knobel, who 
is now taking pictures of the Canadian 
lines on the „res salient. Arrange- 
ments have just been completed for 
cinematograph pictures of the Cana- 
dian troops overseas, both in Eng- 
land and at the fron:. This conces- 
sion has been granted by the war of- 
fice on a request preferred some 
months ago by Sir Sam Hughes. This 
visualized history of Canada’s part in 
the war will be preserved on imperish- 
; able films. The moving pictures will 
bo later exhibited in Canada and will 
also be available for exhibition in the 
United States or other neutral coun- 
tries.

Two ‘Things To Be Impressed. 

“When we have to come back to 
the people the second or third time 
We do not need to talk of the cause 
of the war, the righteousness of it, 
or of the duty that we owe to the 
Lrave men who have left their fami- 
lies to go and fight for us,“ said Sir 
Herbert Ames, to the Bulletin. ‘There 
are two things of which we must con- 
vince the people. One is that the 
money is being honestly and wisely 
spent and the other is that people 
should be convinced that others are 
doing their full share. 

“That is where the oversight of 
the national committee comes in. We 
Secure from all branches detailed 
statements of expenditure and if, in 
our judgment, they are paying out 
more than they should, then we en- 
deavor to convince those branches 
they were not playing the game and 
try to secure more econoily and more 
care. 

“Now when it comes ta raising 
money we work on the principle that 
there should be a common purse in 
all parts of Canada.
